STILL IN "THE MOVEMENT." 


Washington rumor says that a now 


"Liberal" movement is incubating in 
that city, with tL« avowed object of 
disrupting both of tho existing parties 
Tho name and object arc both familiar 
They woro usod in 1872, and tho pros 
ont movement is doubtless built upon 
that, if thoro ia enough left to build 
upon—or perhaps tho new one is fe 
peotod to spring up phoonix-liko from 
the ashes of tho old.
